“Love My Body” campaign 
continues for Carnival 59 


Aruba’s Minister of Economic 
and Social Affairs and Culture, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar, 
confirmed her ministry’s sup¬ 
port of the “Love My Body” 
campaign to curb teenage 
pregnancies, which was inau¬ 
gurated for carnival two years 
ago and will be revived for 
Carnival 59. 

The program featured attrac¬ 
tive logos, a catchy theme song, 
featured in TV and radio com¬ 
mercials with local young 
celebrities delivering the mes¬ 
sage of being aware and careful 
of the consequences of unpro¬ 
tected sex. During the carnival 
season, when there are several 
parades and parties and the con¬ 
sumption of alcohol is greatly 
increased, young women are 
warned to be particularly care¬ 
ful of controlling consumption 
and their situations. 

Collaborating on the pro¬ 
gram that will feature work¬ 
shops in the middle schools 
and high schools are the White 
Yellow Cross, Family Plan¬ 
ning and FAD A, (Foundation 
Anti-Droga Aruba) which of¬ 
fers counseling on all manner 
of substance abuse. Aruba’s 
Youth Parliament has been re¬ 
cruited to provide teen-to-teen 
discussions of safe sex and 
conduct that will insure youth 
of the future they choose. 

Statistics show that in the 
year 2000, teenage pregnan¬ 
cies had reached an all-time of 
179; programs were initiated, 
with a resulting drastic drop to 
117 the following year. The 
numbers steadily climbed 
through 2008 back to 161, but 
since the “Love My Body” 
campaign, they have dropped 
to 142 last year. Minister 
Hooyboer-Winklaar expressed 
the hope that through continu¬ 
ing the program again this 
year, there will fewer again.

Parliamentarian applauds 
government's import duty 
reductions 



Rules for the maintenance of 
public order

ORANJESTAD - Last week 
the government of Aruba an¬ 
nounced the reduction of im¬ 
port duty on several electronic 
apparatus, among these, air 
conditioners equipped with in¬ 
verters and certified by AHRI 
of having a SEER of 18 (Sea¬ 
sonal Efficiency Energy 
Ratio). The import duty on 
these air conditioners will be 
reduced from 22% to a mere 


2% as of January 2013! The 
import duty reduction to 2% 
will apply to other equipment 
such as refrigerators, heaters, 
and wash machines which bare 
the ENERGY STAR label. 

Air conditioners equipped 
with inverters are known to use 
much less electricity and are 
much more efficient, this has 
been demonstrated.

ORANJESTAD — This past 
week, the Aruba Police Force 
has published the rules for the 
maintenance of public order 
during the upcoming carnival 
parades. The police have in¬ 
formed that they are authorized 
to issue but ONE warning no¬ 
tice. If the warning is not 
heeded, the police can detain 
you immediately in conformity 
with article 190 of our Penal 
Code, which states: ’’Anyone 
who deliberately (defiantly) re¬ 
fuses to comply with an order 
given by an officer of the law, 
also anyone who deliberately 
(defiantly) disturbs, or tries to 
prevent or interfere with the 
job of a public servant, may be 
punished with a prison sen¬ 
tence of maximum three 
months or pay a fine of maxi¬ 
mum Afls.5000.” 

Article 35 of the General 
Police Ordinance states: ’’Any¬ 
one who participates at or is 
present at a parade or manifes¬ 
tation on a public road and is 
ordered by the police within 
the context of the public order, 
to leave the area, must comply 
with this order immediately 
and leave the area and go to the 
direction indicated by the 
polis.” 

Article 191 of our Penal 
Code states: ’’Anyone who, in 
an audience or at a location 
where a public servant is com¬ 
plying with his duty, causes 
turbulence or after the officer 
of the law gives the person an 
order to leave the area, deli¬ 
berately refuses to comply 
with the order, may be pu¬ 
nished with a prison sentence 
of two weeks or pay a fine of 
maximum Afls. 120.” 

Article 192 of our Penal 
Code states: "Anyone who at a 
conglomeration of people de¬ 
liberately refuses to leave the 
area after being instructed 
three times by the police, will 
be considered guilty of parti¬ 
cipating in the conglomeration, 
and may be given a prison sen¬ 


tence of maximum three 
months or pay a fine of maxi¬ 
mum Afls.600. 

General Rules: 

This year the police will 
apply the zero tolerance rules 
very strictly. In conformity 
with article 147 of the Penal 
Code, they will not allow pub¬ 
lic fights and anyone partici¬ 
pating in a public fight will be 
arrested immediately. 

1. Insults of members of 
the Police Force will not be 
tolerated. Persons guilty of in¬ 
sulting an officer will be ar¬ 
rested immediately if the po¬ 
lice feels insulted or offended 
by either a gesture or words. 

2. This year the Police 
will give but one warning. 
Everyone is advised to take 
note of this and to behave de¬ 
cently to avoid any unpleasant 
moment. Anyone who may be 
arrested is kindly requested to 
not resist this so as to avoid 
more unpleasant moments. 
The general public is requested 
to remain calm and not to con¬ 
front the police as the police 
will have his groups prepared 
to act in whatever situation. 

Specific Rules: 

1. Closure of Roads. 

The Police Force, together 
with DOW may decide to 
close certain roads for the ce¬ 


lebration of Carnival. It is 
strictly prohibited to remove 
barricades for any type of 
motor vehicle to pass. Anyone 
who does this may be arrested. 

2. Barricades on the 
Carnival route. 

All non-participants 
in the parade, must remain be¬ 
hind the barricades placed 
along the route and are not al¬ 
lowed to 

a. Sit on the barricade; 

b. Stand in front nor sit 
below the barricades (neither 
children) 

c. Remove barricades 
and sit them down. 

3. At places where 
there are no barricades along 
the route of the parade. 

Here the rule applies that at 
the moment that the parade be¬ 
gins; no one will be permitted 
to neither stand nor dance in 
the road, and while the parade 
is passing by this will be ab¬ 
solutely prohibited. Here 
again, the rule applies that the 
Police will warn anyone break¬ 
ing the rule but once, and if the 
person does not heed the war¬ 
ning, he may be arrested im¬ 
mediately. It is strictly pro¬ 
hibited to place any object on 
the road where the parade is to 
pass.

Representatives of the vari¬ 
ous foundations conducting 
this year’s program empha¬ 
sized the importance of the 
role of parents in setting an 
example of drinking respon¬ 
sibly and moderate behavior 
during the traditional carni¬ 
val events. FADA’s Sher- 
mine Maduro recommended 
families and companies set 
up two separate refreshment 
stations, marked by bright 
colors, once of which will 
only serve non-alcoholic 
beverages to teenagers and 
children. Those tending bar 
must also be strict in not ser¬ 
ving alcohol to minors. The 
consequences of inebriated 
youngsters can have long 
term consequences, usually 
revealed nine months after 
carnival has passed.

Parliamentarian Donny 
Rasmijn applauds the govern¬ 
ment's efforts to reduce the 
cost of utilities. WEB has done 
their part in reducing the cost 
of water and electricity and by 
producing water and electricity 
in a manner much more effi¬ 
cient. 

During the deliberations re¬ 
garding the 2012 budget, Par¬ 
liament unanimously accepted 
to reduce the import duty on 
inverter apparatus. Rasmijn in¬ 
dicated his satisfaction for this 
substantial reduction and con¬ 
siders this a major accomplish¬ 
ment of the government on 
behalf of the people.

Monique Labadie of the 
White Yellow Cross has indi¬ 
cated that..."In 2012 there were 
5 cases of young people in the 
5th class who delivered ba¬ 
bies." Hence, we must begin 
preparing our young people 


from the earliest possible age. 
Our young people ought to be 
informed as soon as they enter 
puberty. It appears that 90% of 
the cases of teen pregnancies 
occur when these young peo¬ 
ple use alcohol and/or drugs. 
This means that most become 
pregnant while under the influ¬ 
ence. This causes complica¬ 
tions for both baby and the 
mother. 

This year the workshop will 
be more interactive where 3 
young people from the EPI 
will be interacting with the rest 
of the youth. The government 
made an appeal to all schools, 
foundations and other organi¬ 
zations working with young 
people, to attend the workshop. 
This way we can all work on 


the prevention and awareness 
which must be part of our 
combined effort to combat this 
problem.

4. Passing with motor 
bikes or bicycles on the pa¬ 
rade route where barricades 
have been placed and the 
road closed 

It is strictly prohibited for 
motor bikes or bicycles on the 
carnival route that have been 
closed to traffic. All bikers and 
cyclers are requested to arrive 
before the routes are closed to 
avoid being sent back. If they 
fail to comply with Police rules 
the Police may take away the 
bike or cycle. 

5. Music in front of 
trucks in the parade 

It is prohibited to have loud 
speakers in front of the trucks 
driving through certain pa¬ 
rades. This measure is taken to 
protect the participants. Last 
year an accident occurred 
which could have been disas¬ 
trous, but thanks to the rapid 
action of a police officer the 
worst was avoided. All group 
leaders are requested to take 
note of this measure. If people 
are dancing in front of the 
trucks, they must maintain a 
distance of at least 5 meters 
from the truck at all times. 

6. Dancing/sitting on 
the roof of truck/trailer dur¬ 
ing the parade 

No one will be allowed to 
stand or dance or sit on the roof 
of a truck/trailer that is driving 
through the parade. This is be¬ 
cause of the overhead dangerous 
electrical wires. Those responsi¬ 
ble for lifting these wires must 
notify SAC in time, and only 
these persons are permitted on 
the roof of a truck or trailer. 

7. Control of chauffeur 
under the influence in the pa¬ 
rade 

Before and during the pa¬ 
rade every truck chauffeur will 
be controlled with respect to al¬ 
cohol. No driver under any cir¬ 
cumstance will be allowed to 
drive if they are under the in¬ 
fluence. If the chauffeur refuses 
to cooperate with the control or 
if the result of the control is 
negative, the chauffeur will be 
detained and carry the conse¬ 


quences. 

8. Walking through 
participants and carnival 
groups during the parade 
and at the end of the parade 

It will be prohibited for any 
one not participating to walk in 
the carnival route. Nor will par¬ 
ticipants who may have arrived 
late to join their group or have 
already reached the end of the 
route, to walk alongside to re¬ 
join and jump into other groups 
to dance. These participants will 
be ordered to go to stand behind 
the barricades, if they fail to 
heed the order, they will be de¬ 
tained. Article 35 of the General 
Police Ordinance states: 

“Those participating in a pa¬ 
rade or manifestation on public 
roads who are ordered by the 
police in keeping with the pub¬ 
lic order, to leave an area, must 
comply with said order imme¬ 
diately, and go where they have 
been directed by the police." 
All participants are kindly re¬ 
quested to come on time to join 
their group from the outside 
and not to walk on the route to 
try and reach their group. 

9. Behavior of mem¬ 
bers of the press/taking pic¬ 
tures by the public 

This year they will not allow 
any member of the press to dis¬ 
turb the flow of the parade with 
interviews on the route, crown¬ 
ing participants or by taking 
pictures or filming. Nor will 
they allow individuals in the 
general public to stand on the 
route to take pictures during the 
parade, neither obstructing the 
parade in any fashion. These 
persons will be warned but 
once and will be detained if 


they refuse to follow Police or¬ 
ders or continue taking pictures. 

10. Immoral Acts. 

Everyone is kindly re¬ 
quested to behave decently in 
keeping with our laws of de¬ 
cency in public places. They 
will not permit any immoral 
acts on the public road, or 
along the route, or inside the 
parade. Do not allow alcohol to 
dominate your behavior. Arti¬ 
cles 244 and 245 of our Penal 
Code will be applied. Also ar¬ 
ticles 49 and 50 of the General 
Police Ordinance. 

11. Security in and 
around trailers 

Everyone is advised not to 
take gas tanks or carbon for 
BBQ. Fire is a great hazard to 
our safety and people’s lives on 
occasions such as this where 
there is such an agglomeration 
of people. Gas tanks can cause 
explosions and BBQ pits create 
trash and smoke disturbance to 
people. It is advisable to have a 
small fire extinguisher on hand, 
and an Emergency Kit and 
some ice. If there is a knife to 
prepare food, be sure to keep it 
out of the reach of those who 
may be intoxicated or from 
small children. Keep a watchful 
eye for children. It is best to 
leave smaller children at home 
with proper supervision. Do not 
bring alcohol in bottles, serve 
drinks in cups or cans to avoid 
the danger of getting cut or that 
they may be used as weapons. 

FINALLY 

The Aruba Police Force will 
be there to maintain public 
order and to guarantee the 
safety and security of every¬ 
one. They are not there to spoil 
the Carnival spirit. Their wish 
is for all carnival activities take 
place in the best of spirits for 
everyone. They are appealing 
to everyone to not abuse alco¬ 
hol and if they are drinking 
they should not drive. Every¬ 
one, including our expatriates 
is expected to abide by all our 
rules, to respect these and the 
orders of the police. Our rules 
apply to everyone.

If the black man wanted 
to marry a woman that would 
be their demise, so I thought 
that, that was one of the inte¬ 
resting things in the film. I just 
loved the script and I knew it 
would stir controversy. 

NdS:What was it like 
working with Quentin? 

JF:What can I say, he in¬ 
spired us all to be courageous, I 
cannot express in words the 
quality that he has. Let me let 
you into some thing that hap¬ 
pened on the set, the movie 
wasn’t supposed to end the way 
it did, the script had a different 
ending. He blew the house up 
out of sequence and after he 
blew it up, he stood on the rub¬ 
ble and said this is not going to 
work, and we all looked at him 
and said what do you mean this 
is not going to work?

And we all left the set and 
went home. But he stayed and 
rewrote the ending and let me 
tell you, it’s a better ending 
than it was in the script. Wor¬ 
king with him was a pleasure, 
he’d play music in between 
scenes, especially for some 
tough scenes, it eased the mo¬ 
ment. He started out with a 
strong vision, strong intentions 
but once we started working he 
became our friend. 

NdS: The way you moved 
on screen and your ripped 
body must have got you a lot 
of female admirers, do you 
think of yourself as being 
sexy? 

JF: Sexy? Yeah I feel sexy 
(laughs) I feel very sexy. I 
don’t know. I just feel good 
about myself. 

NdS: When you look in the 
mirror what do you see? 

JF: I feel sexy when I look 
at myself in the mirror and I 
talk to myself a lot. (He ends 
with a laugh) 

NdS: On a serious note. 
What does it mean to you 
being an African-American in 
the USA? 

JF: I call it the evolution of 
freedom, when you look at 
what we had to go through at 
the time of slavery, it was noth¬ 
ing but pain and misery. But 


today we have an African- 
American president, I’d call 
that evolving and we are still 
evolving and that’s good. His- 
panics and everybody in be¬ 
tween. Everybody counts and 
we are on this earth for a rea¬ 
son. We went through real 
tough things but now we’ve 
evolved and have beautiful 
moments, look at President 
Obama, watch his journey and 
what he has to go through and 
watch how calm he is about 
every single thing, whether 
you’re Democrat or Republi¬ 
can or what ever, you just have 
to appreciate that and like I 
said that is evolution. 

NdS: You are going to be a 
presenter at this year’s Golden 
Globes and you attended the 
event several times, so what 
are your impressions of the 
event and do you have any 
anecdotes? 

JF: Oh man, it’s a whole lot 
of fun. You know the cham¬ 
pagne on the tables and the 
whole atmosphere, just sort of

Russia: Assad's removal 
from power 'impossible' 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
said yesterday that removing 
Syrian President Bashar al- 
Assad from power was not part 
of past international agree¬ 
ments on the crisis and was im¬ 
possible to implement. 

"This is a precondition that 
is not contained in the Geneva 
communique (agreed by world 
powers in June) and which is 
impossible to implement be¬ 
cause it does not depend on 
anyone," news agencies quo¬ 
ted Foreign Minister Sergei 
Lavrov as saying.

And if I were in the 
opposition's place, I would 
present my counter-ideas about 
establishing dialogue." 


Anger at suicide of US 
Internet activist 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
death of prominent Internet 
freedom fighter Aaron Swartz, 
who took his own life at the 
age of 26, weeks before he 
faced trial, sparked grief and 
anger yesterday from online 
rights advocates. 

"Aaron refined advocacy 
for the progressive and open- 
information movement," said 
David Moon, program director 
for Demand Progress, a grass¬ 
roots organization that Swartz 
co-founded to combat Internet 
censorship. 

Swartz, who was just 14 


when he co-developed the RSS 
feeds that are now the norm for 
publishing frequent updates 
online and went on to help 
launch social news website 
Reddit, hanged himself in his 
New York apartment on Fri¬ 
day. 

He had been due to stand 
trial in April for allegedly 
breaking into a closet at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology to plug into the 
computer network and down¬ 
load millions of academic jour¬ 
nal articles from the sub¬ 
scription-only JSTOR service. 

Swartz had written openly 
about suffering periodically 
from depression, but friends 
and family suggested the 
looming trial contributed to his 
suicide and accused prosecu¬ 
tors of being over-zealous in 
pursuing their case. 

Swartz had pleaded not 
guilty to charges of computer 
fraud, wire fraud and other 
crimes carrying a maximum 
sentence of 35 years in prison 
and a $1 million fine. 


Grieving relatives mark Italy shipwreck 
anniversary 


GIGLIO ISLAND (AFP) - 
Grieving relatives of the 32 
victims of the Costa Concordia 
cruise ship disaster laid flo¬ 
wers by the giant wreck yester¬ 
day in an emotional one-year 
anniversary commemoration 
on the Italian island of Giglio 
to try and heal the wounds of 
the tragedy. 

Salvage workers on a tug¬ 
boat also used a crane to lower 
into the sea a piece of the enor¬ 
mous rock that the Costa Con¬ 
cordia crashed into and then 
tore from its base before veer¬ 
ing sharply and keeling over 
with 4,229 people from 70 
countries on board. 

A ship's horn sounded out 
32 times under a leaden sky in 
memory of those who died, 
echoing across the water as the 
rock slowly descended into the 


Fire threatens 
top Australian 
telescope site 


Australia's top research ob¬ 
servatory home to several tel¬ 
escopes used by scientists 
from around the world was 
under threat from wildfires 
yesterday as hot weather and 
lightning storms stoked 
scores of new blazes. 

The Rural Fire Service 
(RFS) of New South Wales, 
Australia's most populous 
state, issued an emergency 
warning for an out-of-control 
fire raging towards the Siding 
Spring Observatory, a remote 
global research facility. 

Siding Spring houses 10 
operating telescopes run by 
Australian, Polish, British, 
Korean and American resear¬ 
chers. 

Administered by the Aus¬ 
tralian National University's 
research school of astronomy 
and astrophysics, Siding 
Spring is the nation's major 
optical and infrared observa¬ 
tory and one of the top facil¬ 
ities of its kind in the world.

Survivors of the disaster 
who came for the ceremony re¬ 
lived the panic of that night, 
when hundreds had to jump 
into the freezing waters, clam¬ 
ber down a rope ladder in the 
dark or be evacuated by heli¬ 
copter after several lifeboats 
failed to deploy.

"From last January 13 and 
for the rest of my life I will al¬ 
ways have something in my 
heart that will tie me to that 
event and to the families of the 
victims," he said in a television 
interview from his home in 
southern Italy where he has 
been confined pending the in¬ 
vestigation. 

Of the 32 people who died 
that night, two — an Indian 
waiter and an Italian passenger 
— are still officially missing. 

Salvage workers on Satur¬ 
day said an unprecedented 
$400 million (300 million 
euro) operation to refloat and 
remove the ship for scrapping 
will be completed by Septem¬ 
ber. 


Brother: Chavez not in coma, 


responding well to treatment 


CARACAS (AFP) - The 
brother of Hugo Chavez has 
denied that the ailing Venezue¬ 
lan president is in coma, say¬ 
ing the Venezuelan leader is 
responding well to cancer 
treatment in Cuba and making 
progress on a daily basis. 

"Reports that the president 
is in a coma and that the family 
is discussing ending life sup¬ 
port, are totally false," Adan 
Chavez, governor of the state 
of Barinas, said in a statement 
Saturday. He "continues to re¬ 
spond well to his medical care 


and to make daily progress in 
his recovery." 

Chavez, whose OPEC- 
member nation controls the 
world's largest proven oil re¬ 
serves, has been out of the pub¬ 
lic eye since undergoing surgery 
in Havana on December 11. 

Previously, officials said the 
fiery leftist leader was suffe¬ 
ring from a severe pulmonary 
infection that resulted in a "res¬ 
piratory insufficiency". That 
fueled speculation about his 
prospects for a full recovery — 
and his political future.

US gun lobby says will defeat 
assault weapons ban 


Armed suspect 
shot in US movie 
theater 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
president of the top US 
firearms lobby said Sunday 
that his organization has 
enough backing from lawmak¬ 
ers to defeat a plan to outlaw 
assault weapons and sales of 
high-capacity ammunition 
clips. 

David Keene, president of 
the National Rifle Association, 
told CNN's "State of the 
Union," such proposals will 
not pass, despite recent wide¬ 
spread outrage at the shooting 
deaths of 26 pupils and staff at 
a Connecticut school. 

"Right now we do," Keene 
answered, when asked if the 


NRA has sufficient support on 
Capitol Hill to defeat proposals 
to ban assault weapons, though 
he said President Barack 
Obama seemed determined to 
overhaul current gun laws. 

"When a president takes all 
of the power of the office if he 
is willing to expend the politi¬ 
cal capital, you don't want to 
make predictions, and you 
don't want to bet your house on 
the outcome. 

"But I would say that the 
likelihood is that they are not 
going to be able to get an as¬ 
sault weapons ban through this 
Congress," Keene said. 

US Vice President Joe 


Biden met a NRA representa¬ 
tive along with other gun rights 
groups last week as part of a 
policy review that he pledged 
will deliver its recommenda¬ 
tions to Obama by Tuesday. 

After also meeting hunting 
associations, victim support 
groups, and mental health and 
law enforcement specialists, 
Biden said he had made no de¬ 
cisions on policy responses to 
the Newtown school massacre 
and other mass shootings. 

Biden has hinted that the 
White House is considering 
universal background checks 
for gun purchasers and a limit 
on the availability of high-ca¬ 
pacity ammunition clips, either 
through new laws or executive 
orders issued by Obama. 

Keene, however, said he be¬ 
lieved there are enough law¬ 
makers who support the 
American right to bear arms — 
enshrined under the second 
amendment of the US Consti¬ 
tution — for the NRA to defeat 
a plan to ban high-capacity 
magazines. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
police shot an armed suspect 
as he brandished a gun in a 
San Diego movie theater, 
where he had taken refuge 
while trying to evade arrest, a 
spokesman said Sunday. 

Wielding a handgun, the 
20-year-old fled after al¬ 
legedly attacking his girlfriend 
in a California shopping mall 
parking lot Saturday, and was 
eventually tracked down to a 
nearby multiplex cinema. 

Theater-goers were evacu¬ 
ated from a number of screen¬ 
ing rooms as officers searched 
the building, before one lo¬ 
cated him sitting with other 
patrons watching "Les Miser- 
ables," reports said. 

"As the officer approached 
the suspect, the officer gave 
the suspect verbal commands 
to determine if he was armed," 
said San Diego Police Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Ernie Her¬ 
bert. 

"The suspect initially com¬ 
plied by raising his empty 
hands, but then lowered them 


quickly into his lap. The sus¬ 
pect raised a handgun and 
turned it toward the officer. 

"The officer shot the sus¬ 
pect and the suspect was taken 
into custody," he said, adding 
that the other film-goers were 
able to get out safely. 

The suspect was shot in the 
arm and the chest, and taken to 
hospital. He will be booked 
into the San Diego County Jail 
when released from hospital, 
on so-far unspecified charges, 
said Herbert. 

Last week a judge in Col¬ 
orado ordered 25-year-old 
James Holmes to face trial 
over the alleged massacre at a 
midnight screening of "The 
Dark Knight Rises" in Aurora 
last July, which killed 12 and 
injured at least 58. 

The incident revived Amer¬ 
ica's perennial debate about 
gun control, re-ignited again 
last month by the shooting in a 
school in Newtown, Connecti¬ 
cut which left 26 people dead, 
including 20 young children.

New York declares flu 
emergency 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York's governor has declared a 
health emergency over a flu 
epidemic that has hit more 
than 19,000 people in the state, 
and in an exceptional measure 
cleared pharmacists to immu¬ 
nize infants and children. 

To try to curb the spread of 
the potentially lethal virus, An¬ 
drew Cuomo said it was criti¬ 
cal to suspend, for the next 30 
days, a legal restriction under 
which New York pharmacists 
can administer flu vaccines 
only to patients 18 or older. 

His statement came amid a 
nationwide epidemic expected 
to last several weeks. 

"We are experiencing the 
worst flu season since at least 
2009, and influenza activity in 
New York State is widespread, 
with cases reported in all 57 
counties and all five boroughs 
of New York City," said 
Cuomo. 

"Therefore, I have directed 
my administration, the state 
health department and others 
to marshal all needed re¬ 
sources to address this public 
health emergency and remove 
all barriers to ensure that all 
New Yorkers — children and 
adults alike — have access to 
critically needed flu vaccines." 

Already Wednesday, Boston 
Mayor Thomas Menino had 
declared a public-health emer¬ 
gency in the city after local 
health officials confirmed 700 
cases of flu — 10 times the 
number for the entire flu sea¬ 


son last year. 

So far this season, 20 chil¬ 
dren have died from the flu, 
according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC). 

While there have been at 
least 28,747 cases reported 
across the country, the true fig¬ 
ure is likely far higher as many 
who fall ill do not get tested, it 
added. 

Influenza was also rampant 
in New Jersey. 

Specialists and government 
officials urge public to protect 
themselves with flu shots. 

However, the CDC also ac¬ 
knowledged Friday that in¬ 
fluenza vaccines, on average, 
are only about 62 percent ef¬ 
fective. Preccaution on the 
public side is also important- 
*Wash your hands often 
with soap and water, especially 
after you cough or sneeze. Al¬ 
cohol-based hand cleaners are 
also effective. 

*Cover your nose and 
mouth with a tissue when you 
cough or sneeze. Throw the 
tissue in the trash after you use 
it. 

* Avoid touching your eyes, 
nose or mouth. Germs spread 
this way. 

*Try to avoid close contact 
with sick people. 

*If you get sick with in¬ 
fluenza, it’s recoommended 
that you stay home from work 
or school and limit contact 
with others to keep from in¬ 
fecting them. 


Romanian probe on call 
to sterilise Roma women 


BUCHAREST (AFP) - Ro¬ 
manian prosecutors have 
opened an investigation after a 
local extremist group launched 
a call to sterilise Roma 
women, the Agerpres news 
agency reported on week-end. 

The probe targets the of¬ 
fence of "promoting fascist 
and racist ideology", prosecu¬ 
tors from the western town of 
Timisoara told Agerpres. 

Earlier this week, NAT88, a 
nationalist and extremist group 
based in Timisoara, announced 
on its website that it would 
hand "a reward worth 300 lei 
(68 euros, 90 dollars) to each 
Gypsy woman (a pejorative 
term in Romanian) from the 
region of Banat that shows a 
medical document proving that 
she voluntarily underwent ster¬ 
ilisation in 2013." 


Three Romanian rights 
groups condemned the call and 
asked prosecutors to open an 
investigation. 

"Sterilising women belong¬ 
ing to an ethnic group is a se¬ 
rious attack on that group and 
on society generally, regard¬ 
less of the way this is pro¬ 
moted," the Elie Wiesel 
Institute, Romania's main 
NGO fighting for Roma rights, 
Romani Criss, and the Centre 
for Combating Anti-Semitism 
(MCA) said in a joint state¬ 
ment. 

Romania is home to the 
biggest Roma community in 
Europe, numbering 620,000 
according to the latest census 
but up to two million, accord¬ 
ing to its leaders. Most live in 
poverty and suffer from severe 
discrimination in employment 
and health care. 
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Bolivia 
returns to 
UN drugs 
convention 
with coca 
opt-out 

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Bolivia has been allowed to re¬ 
turn to the United Nations' 
main anti-narcotics treaty, after 
winning an opt-out allowing 
its population to keep chewing 
coca leaves. 

Bolivia withdrew from the 
UN Convention on Narcotic 
Drugs last year in protest over 
the coca leaf being labeled an 
illegal drug. 

Chewing coca leaves is a 
centuries' old tradition in Bo¬ 
livia. The leaf is also the raw 
ingredient for cocaine. 

President Evo Morales has 
been to international confer¬ 
ences protesting the ban. Now 
the UN has come up with a 
plan allowing Bolivia to rejoin 
the convention, with a "reser¬ 
vation" regarding coca leaf 
chewing. 

Re-accession to the treaty 
would be allowed provided 
fewer than a third of the con¬ 
vention's 183 member states 
objected. 

A UN spokesman, Eduardo 
del Buey, said that 15 coun¬ 
tries had objected to Bolivia's 
optout in the 12 month consul¬ 
tations which ended Thursday. 


Breathing Exercises:

- If done properly, you may feel invigorated, comparable 
to the heightened awareness you feel after a good work¬ 
out. You should feel the effort at the back of the neck, 
the diaphragm, the chest and the abdomen. Try this 
breathing exercise the next time you need an energy 
boost and feel yourself reaching for a cup of coffee.

First world atlas on renewable 
energy launched 



ABU DHABI (AFP)-The In¬ 
ternational Renewable Energy 
Agency (IRENA) on Sunday 
launched the world's first atlas 
on clean energy which will 
offer open-access information 
on countries' renewable en¬ 
ergy potential. 

"The Global Atlas is the 
largest ever initiative to help 
countries assess their renew¬ 
able energy potential, and 
companies bringing together 
data and maps from leading 
technical institutes and private 
companies worldwide," 
IRENA said. 

"It currently charts solar and 
wind resources, and will ex¬ 


pand to other forms of renew¬ 
able energy over 2013 and 
2014," the agency announced 
as it began its two-day annual 
general assembly in Abu 
Dhabi. 

The online atlas is available 
on www.irena.org/GlobalAt¬ 
las 

IRENA said the atlas will 
also help companies looking 
to invest in new markets. 

"Over the next decade, we 
expect an enormous increase 
in investment in the field of re¬ 
newable energy. Global Atlas 
will help us make the right de¬ 
cisions," said Danish Climate 
and Energy Minister Martin 


Lidegaard, who chaired a ses¬ 
sion at the gathering. 

IRENA director Adnan 
Amin said that by 2014 the 
atlas will include information 
on bio-energy, geothermal en¬ 
ergy and marine energy. 

"The Global Atlas provides 
a powerful new tool in inter¬ 
national efforts to double the 
world’s share of renewable en¬ 
ergy by 2030" to around 30 
percent of the global energy 
mix, he said. 

Thirty-seven countries, in¬ 
cluding Israel which has no 
diplomatic relations with the 
United Arab Emirates, have so 
far contributed information on 
their renewable energy poten¬ 
tials to the atlas. 

Established in 2011, Abu 
Dhabi-based IRENA is man¬ 
dated by 159 countries and the 
European Union to promote 
the sustainable use of all forms 
of renewable energy. 

Its meeting comes as part of 
Abu Dhabi Sustainability 
Week which includes the Fu¬ 
ture Energy Summit, the Inter¬ 
national Water Summit and 
the International Renewable 
Energy Conference. 



LONDON (AFP) - A 19th century steam train took passen¬ 
gers for a rare ride on the London Underground on Sunday 
to mark the 150th anniversary of the world's oldest metro 
system. A red and black locomotive dating from 1898 and 
specially restored for the occasion ran between Kensing¬ 
ton Olympia station in west London and Moorgate station 
in the financial district. It was pulling the oldest operational 
Tube carriage, which was built in 1892, a set of four car¬ 
riages from 1898, and a vintage electric locomotive. 


London mayor Boris John¬ 
son, who was among the 
passengers, said: "It was 
just extraordinary. "We had 
steam coming in through 
the windows, huge thick 
clouds of white steam going 
past and then bits of soot 
coming through from the 
engine." The last regular 
steam train service on the 
London Underground net¬ 
work — more than half of 
which is actually over¬ 
ground -- ran in 1961. The 
London Underground 
opened on January 10,1863 
and a century and a half 
later the Tube runs for 250 
miles (402 kilometres), link¬ 
ing 270 stations and carries 
passengers on 1.1 billion 
journeys per year. 


VP Biden: 
no ’silver bullet' 
to fix gun violence 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Vice President Joe Biden said 
there was "no silver bullet" 
available to beat the complex 
scourge of gun violence as 
his policy task force sat down 
with video game producers. 

With another firearms 
metaphor, Biden said he was 
"shooting for Tuesday" to 
send his recommendations to 
President Barack Obama, 
who promised to use his 
power to try to prevent new 
outrages after a school mas¬ 
sacre in Connecticut. 

Biden sat down with exec¬ 
utives of video game and 
software firms amid specula¬ 
tion over the role violent con¬ 
tent of so-called "first person 
shooter" games has on dis¬ 
turbed users who later turn to 
real-life violence. 

The vice president ques¬ 
tioned whether there had 
been a "coarsening of our 
culture" over the years, but 
admitted he did not know the 
answer to the question. 

Biden has been meeting all 
the "stakeholders" with inter¬ 
ests in the guns issue, includ¬ 
ing victims of violence, law 


enforcement organizations, 
hunting groups and members 
of the gun lobby. 

On Thursday, the National 
Rifle Association said that 
Biden cared more about 
stamping out gun rights than 
protecting school children 
after its representative at¬ 
tended a meeting with Biden. 

The NRA has called for 
armed guards at all US 
schools and opposes efforts 
by Democrats to reintroduce 
a ban on assault weapons and 
other reform efforts. 

Biden hinted this week that 
the White House was looking 
at universal background 
checks for gun buyers and to 
limit the availability of high- 
capacity ammunition clips, 
either through new laws or 
executive orders by Obama. 

Obama gave Biden until 
late January to come up with 
policy ideas after attending a 
moving vigil for the 20 chil¬ 
dren and six adults killed by 
a gunman spraying bullets 
from an assault rifle in New¬ 
town, Connecticut on De¬ 
cember 14.

Ford takes next step of Lincoln 
overhaul with luxury crossover 


DETROIT - Ford Motor Co 
will unveil this week a luxury 
crossover designed to help the 
company gain a foothold in a 
fast-growing and profitable 
segment of the U.S. luxury au¬ 
tomotive market. 

Today, at the Detroit auto 
show, the No. 2 U.S. au¬ 
tomaker is unveiling a concept 
version of its Lincoln MKC, an 
entry-level luxury compact 
crossover that shares its under¬ 
pinnings with the Ford Escape. 

Ford is betting that a strong 
showing in this burgeoning 
segment will reverse a two- 
decade sales decline for Lin¬ 
coln, a brand better known for 
the Town Car and presidential 
limos. 

Last year, Lincoln sold a lit¬ 
tle more than 82,000 vehicles 
in the United States, slightly 
less than sales of the Ford 
Mustang, a retro muscle car 
last redesigned in 2005. 

Many analysts said that 
while Lincoln's lineup has im¬ 
proved in quality and design, 


the brand's lackluster image re¬ 
mains an obstacle. The com¬ 
pany is hoping to shed that 
image and take advantage of 
the momentum in the U.S. lu¬ 
xury auto market, which Ford 
predicts will outpace the 
broader industry this year. 

Ford expects a 7.5 percent 
growth in the U.S. luxury auto 
market, compared to 4.5 per¬ 
cent growth among mass-mar¬ 
ket brands. 

Ford is hoping to revive the 
Lincoln brand through a com¬ 
bination of new models and an 
aggressive marketing strategy 
that includes the brand's first 
ever Super Bowl ad this year. 
The company also rechristened 
the brand the Lincoln Motor 
Co in a nod to the nameplate's 
heritage. 

The MKC is the second of 
four core models that Lincoln 
will pitch to a growing group 
of buyers who appreciate 
warmth and "discreet luxury" 
and avoid overt symbols of 
wealth.

Treasury, Fed oppose using platinum 
coin to avoid debt ceiling 


— The U.S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment and Federal Reserve op¬ 
pose the idea of minting 
platinum coins as a way to 
avoid the U.S. debt ceiling, ac¬ 
cording to a statement from 
Treasury spokesman Anthony 
Coley. 

“Neither the Treasury De¬ 
partment nor the Federal Re¬ 
serve believes that the law can 
or should be used to facilitate 
the production of platinum 
coins for the purpose of avoid¬ 
ing an increase in the debt 
limit,” Coley said in an e- 
mailed statement yesterday. 

Amid Republican opposi¬ 
tion to raising the debt ceiling 
without spending cuts, some 
Democrats including House 
Democratic leader Nancy 
Pelosi have proposed invoking 
the Constitution’s 14th amend¬ 
ment and minting a platinum 
coin with a face value of $1 
trillion to pay government 
bills.

Report: Another 
fuel spill hits 
Boeing 787 


TOKYO (AFP) - A Japan Air¬ 
lines Boeing 787 suffered a 
fuel spill yesterday for the se¬ 
cond time in a week, a report 
said. 

The latest incident hap¬ 
pened at Tokyo's Narita Air¬ 
port, Jiji Press newswire 
reported, while the aircraft was 
being checked following a fuel 
spill on Tuesday in Boston. 

The airline could not be 
reached for comment about the 
report. 

On Friday US regulators 
announced an in-depth safety 
review of the 787 Dreamliner 
after a recent spate of incidents 
involving the new high-tech 
aircraft. 

JAL, along with fellow 
Japanese firm All Nippon Air¬ 
ways, is one of Boeing's most 
important clients for the 787 
with 45 orders. 
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and the Treasury Department 
is using what it calls “extraor¬ 
dinary” measures to finance 
the government. The Congres¬ 
sional Budget Office estimates 
those steps will be exhausted 
by mid-February. 

“There are only two options 
to deal with the debt limit: 
Congress can pay its bills or it 
can fail to act and put the na¬ 
tion into default,” according to 
a statement issued by the 
White House yesterday.

It had planned to sell 
Opel at one stage but pulled 
back when it could not find a 
suitable buyer.

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Golf: Oosthuizen Lazio close gap as 
storms back to win plucky Parma hold 
Volvo Champions Juve 



DURBAN (AFP) - South 
African Louis Oosthuizen 
stormed back in the final 
round of the Volvo Golf 
Champions at Durban Country 
Club on Sunday to shoot a six- 
under-par 66 and win the title 
by one stroke. 

Oosthuizen entered the 
final round five shots adrift of 
leader Scott Jamieson from 
Scotland, who finished second 
after a final-hole chip to force 
a play-off came agonisingly 
close to dropping. 

F ormer paratrooper 

Thongchai Jaidee of Thailand 
ended third a further shot be¬ 
hind, Irishman Padraig Har¬ 
rington was fourth and Julien 
Quesne of France and Eng¬ 
lishman Danny Willett shared 
fifth spot. 

"What a great week for me 
and I played really well 
today," said Oosthuizen after 
receiving the trophy. 

Oosthuizen posted rounds 
of 68, 64, 74 and 66 for a 16- 
under-par total of 272 and suc¬ 
ceeded compatriot Branden 
Grace as winner of the open¬ 
ing European Tour event this 
year. 


It was the sixth success on 
the European circuit for the 
2010 British Open champion 
and victory in perfect sum¬ 
mer conditions lifted him 
two places to fourth on the 
world rankings. 

The 30-year-old from 
Mossel Bay in the western 
Cape birdied four holes on 
the front nine and another 
three coming back before 
dropping a stroke on the par- 
four 16th, where he misread 
and pushed a short putt. 

Pars at the final two holes 
seemed to have sealed suc¬ 
cess in the two million euro 
($1.3 million) tournament as 
Jamieson battled to create 
final-day birdie opportunities 
while chasing a second win in 
Durban within two months. 

But the 29-year-old Glas¬ 
gow-born winner of the Nel¬ 
son Mandela Championship in 
the Indian Ocean city during 
December almost snatched a 
last-hole eagle with his 
chipped second shot trickling 
within millimetres of the pin. 

Jamieson started his final 18 
holes promisingly with birdies 
at three and four only to dou¬ 
ble bogey the par-four fifth 
and turn in a level 36, leaving 
him a solitary stroke ahead of 
Oosthuizen. 

After six consecutive sec¬ 
ond-nine pars, he bogeyed 16, 
parred 17 and birdied 18 to 
end with a level-par 72 while 
Thongchai carded a 68, Har¬ 
rington a 68, Quesme a 71 and 
Willett a 68.of five European 
titles last season, was always 
playing catch-up after an 
opening 75 and although he 
closed impressively with a 
five-under 67, ended six 
strokes behind Oosthuizen. 


MILAN (AFP) - A 2-0 home 
win over Atalanta boosted 
Lazio’s Serie A title ambitions 
after champions and leaders 
Juventus were held to a 1-1 
draw away to Parma on Sun¬ 
day. 

Lazio began the second half 
of the season trailing Juve by 
five points but sealed their 
13th win of the campaign 
thanks to goals from Sergio 
Floccari and a Davide Brivio 
own goal. 

With Juve settling for a 
share of the spoils after Nicola 
Sansone levelled Jonathan Bi- 
abiany's earlier own goal, it 
left Vladimir Petkovic’s side 
just three points adrift in sec¬ 
ond with a two-point lead on 
Napoli. 

Inter Milan had leapfrogged 
Napoli into third thanks to a 2- 
0 home win over Pescara on 
Saturday, but Napoli re-estab¬ 
lished order with a convincing 
3-0 home win over Palermo. 

Inter now sit fourth, seven 
points behind Juventus but 
three clear of Fiorentina after 
La Viola suffered a shock 3-1 
defeat at the hands of on-form 
Udinese. 

A week on from their 3-0 
home rout over Inter, Antonio 
Di Natale scored his second 
consecutive league brace as 
Udinese claimed their seventh 
win of the campaign to move 
one place up to eighth. 

AC Milan, meanwhile, were 
left in seventh place after es¬ 
caping from Sampdoria with a 
scoreless draw instead of 
claiming the win that would 
have allowed them to leapfrog 
Roma into sixth. 

The Rossoneri struggled to 


get into their stride at the Luigi 
Ferraris stadium, with the 
club's top scorer, Stephan El 
Shaarawy replaced by 
Robinho halfway through the 
second period. 

Elsewhere, Cagliari moved 
out of the bottom three at the 
expense of Genoa after sealing 
a 2-1 win over the visitors 
thanks to Daniele Conti's 
82nd-minute winner. 

Only days ago Petkovic had 
claimed Juve already have one 
hand on the title, but Lazio are 
now the champions' closest 
challengers. 

After their shock home de¬ 
feat to Pescara last week, 
Fiorentina were there for the 
taking by a Udinese side which 
is currently on fire. 

Fiorentina took the lead at 
the Stadio Friuli when Gon- 
zalo Rodriguez rose above the 
defence to smash a header off 
the crossbar and into the net 
via the head of 'keeper Zeljko 
Brkic. 

But Di Natale levelled from 
the spot for the hosts and then 
broke through the Viola de¬ 
fence to beat Norberto Neto 
for a 14th league goal which 
put him second behind 
Napoli's Edinson Cavani's 
Serie A-leading tally of 16. 

Udinese confirmed their su¬ 
periority barely a minute later 
when Colombian striker Luis 
Muriel beat Neto with a right- 
foot strike. 

Fiorentina host Roma in an 
Italian Cup quarter-final in 
midweek, and despite defeat 
coach Vincenzo Montella said: 
"The team played well but we 
were punished by the opportu¬ 
nities Udinese had."

Alpine skiing: 

Maze 
makes it 
a clean 
sweep 



STANTON (AFP) - Overall 
World Cup leader Tina Maze 
of Slovenia became only the 
sixth woman skiier to win 
races in all five Alpine disci¬ 
plines with victory in the 
World Cup super-G here on 
Sunday. 

The 29-year-old finished 
four-hundredths of a second 
ahead of Anna Fenninger of 
Austria and .99 of a second 
clear of Switzerland's Fabi- 
enne Suter, for her sixth vic¬ 
tory of the season. 

Lindsey Vonn of the United 
States, who won the first two 
super-G races of the season, 
was a hundredth of a second 
away from a place on the 
podium in fourth. 

Maze, one of the few all- 
rounders on the circuit, has 
won 17 races in all, 12 giant 
slaloms, one downhill, two 
super-combined, a slalom and 
now a super-G. 

She is now virtually assured 
of the overall World Cup title 
at the midway stage of the sea¬ 
son, having finished in the top 
three in 13 of the 20 races so 
far and holding a 550-point ad¬ 
vantage over her closest rival, 
Maria Hoefl-Riesch of Ger¬ 
many, who was fifth in St 
Anton. 

Maze has also moved to 
within 20 points of leader 
Vonn in the super-G standings.

The improbable victory 
means Baltimore veteran Ray 
Lewis — who says he'll retire 
at the end of the season — 
isn't done yet, while quarter¬ 
back great Peyton Manning's 
stellar first season in Denver 
ended on a disappointing 
note. 

The Ravens advanced to 
the American Conference 
(AFC) championship game, 
where they will face either 
New England or Houston for 
a berth in the Super Bowl. 
The NFL championship spec¬ 
tacular will be played in New 
Orleans on February 3. 
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In San Francisco, the 49ers 
advanced to the National Con¬ 
ference (NFC) championship 
game with a 45-31 victory 
over the Green Bay Packers. 

San Francisco signal-caller 
Colin Kaepernick, making his 
post-season debut, recovered 
from an early interception to 
set an NFL rushing record for 
a quarterback with 181 yards 
and two scores. He also threw 
for 263 yards and two touch¬ 
downs — both to Michael 
Crabtree. 

Kaepernick, a Wisconsin 
native who was a fan of the 
Packers as a youngster, out¬ 
played reigning NFL Most 
Valuable Player Aaron 
Rodgers, who threw for 257 
yards, two touchdowns and an 
interception. 

Kaepernick got off to a 
rocky start when Green Bay's 
Sam Shields picked off his 
second pass of the game and 
returned it 52 yards for a 
touchdown. 

The 49ers set a club record 
for most yards in a playoff 
game with 579, surpassing 
their total of 537 yards in a 
Super Bowl win over Miami 
after the 1984 season. 


In Denver, Tucker's decid¬ 
ing field goal came four plays 
after the Ravens' Corey Gra¬ 
ham intercepted Manning in 
Broncos territory for the sec¬ 
ond time of the game. 

Baltimore quarterback Joe 
Flacco had connected with Ja¬ 
coby Jones on a 70-yard 
touchdown pass with just 31 
seconds left in regulation to tie 
the score at 35-35 and force 
overtime. 

Flacco also hit Torrey Smith 
for a pair of touchdowns ear¬ 
lier in the game, finishing with 
331 passing yards. 

Ray Rice contributed 131 
rushing yards and a touch¬ 
down. 

Manning entered the 
matchup having beaten the 
Ravens nine consecutive times 
— including a pair of post-sea- 
son contests — during his long 
tenure with Indianapolis. He 
threw for 290 yards and three 
touchdowns and the two inter¬ 
ceptions. 

The Broncos, who had won 
their last 11 regular-season 
games to claim the top seed in 
the AFC and a first-round bye, 
endured their first playoff loss 
at home since 1996. 


Speedster Trindon Holliday 
delivered a stand-out perform¬ 
ance in the defeat, returning 
both a punt and a kickoff for 
Denver touchdowns and estab¬ 
lishing an NFL playoff record 
for the longest return for each. 


"Unless you're hoisting that 
Lombardi Trophy at the end, 
it's disappointing," said Bron¬ 
cos head coach John Fox. "We 
had plenty of opportunities in 
this game, we just came up 
short."
